Mr. Rowe was th e first speaker 
a fter the chairman h a d announced 
the general subject, a n d some ex­ 
tra c ts from written d a t a th at he had 
a rc given elsewhere in

especial attention 
to a formula for the treatment of 
oat smut, which is used at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, 
a n d suggested 
th a t for the benefit of the tanners 
in the community th a t th e local pa 
pers should print tliis m atter occa­ 
sionally for Hie next few weeks. Mr. 
Rowe believes that th e hest time to 
prepare for oat sowing is to plow 
the land in the fall a n d then double 
pulverize it in the s p r i n g aud later 
on atter sowing again 
to use the 
harrow. 
He said t h a t experiments 
Detweeu the drill and t h e board-cast 
flowing methods were decidedly in 
favor of the drill. 
H e believes that 
often too much seed is u sed and tha^' 
ju st as good or better results some­ 
times follow’ planting a bushel and 
a peck to the acre as result from 
p lanting two 
bushels. 
lie always 
fans and screens Hie seed, and uses 
a bout a bushel and a peck to the 
acre where he plants w ith clover, 
and a bushel to the a c r e where he 
plants with alfalfa. 
H o said that 
if t h e ground had no t been plowed 
in the fall tor oats t h a t probably 
the nest plan was to u se the disk 
and harrow only; t h a t it had been 
bis experience with s p r in g plowing 
th a t sometimes the o a ts grew to too 
g reat a height, and 
falling over, 
smothered out tho clover.

E. Kennedy was th e next, speak­ 
er. and said that his m e t h o d is to

Combating Chinch Hugs. 
S. O. Shuff asked how early It 
was necessary to get corn stalks off 
of tho etild in order to 
kill the 
chinch bugs, and H. E. Kitner, an­ 
swering the question, said th a t Air. 
Forbes, the state entomologist, was 
of the opinion that there was no 
advantage in burning corn stalks in 
order to destroy chinch bugs. 
Mr. 
F orbes’ theory is that while Hie bugs 
are in Hie stalks now, th a t before 
the stalks are dry enough 
l o burn, 
the bugs move to tile nearest field 
of w h eat or grass. 
A. L, French said that he was 
one of the farmers who believe that 
oats could be grown successfully iii 
Morgan (ounty and said t h a t he 
had raised oats during the p ast ten 
years alm ost to the 
exclusion of 
wheat for that reason. 
He said that 
be believed the oats helped tho lane 
more and that, reckoned thro u g h a 
period of ten years, tho money re­ 
sits were better than from wheat. 
fie said th a t the oats could be h andl­ 
ed a t a tim e that the t a n n e r s wore 
not busy with other crops, an d his 
woihoa is to pulverize mo field Lour 
macs over, usmg a harrow', aud then 
rill in tho oats in a shallow firm 
seed bed. 
Afterward ho uses a eor- 
ugated roller, and hts experience 
nas been that oats will ic. pond to 
good tre a tm e n t aud cultivation. The 
largest crop ho has evei had was a 
sixty acre field wa led averaged 18 
uushels, an d he uses Big F o u r outs 
and fans and grauus tho see l. 
He 
xpressed tho belief that too much 
seed was often used, and m a t this 
year ne 
would plant probably a 
bushel aud a quarter or a bushel 
and a half to toe acre instead of 
two bushels. 
Ho sail that lie be­ 
lieved 
thoroughly in c a n i n g corn 
stalks instead of burning them and 
that no corn stalks had been burned 
on his farm mr fifteen years. 
He 
said, too, that lie had better results 
from planting clover with oats than 
he aid planting clover with wheat. 
Sam uel Butler exp: ease J the view 
that clover was frequently planted 
too thick and 
that 
results would 
probably be better if about halt’ is 
much seed was ua.il aa had been 
customary in this locality. 
J a m e s Black told of planting two 
fields w ith clover, plowing up the 
one a f t e r one year and the eth e r 
after two years, and found th a t he 
had ii larger crop of corn on the 
ground where tho clover had grown 
but one year. Theoretically the bet­ 
ter result should have been in the 
field where tile clover had grown for 
two years, aud the farmers present 
were oi* th e opinion that m uch of 
the two year old clover must have 
been d e a d before It was turned un­ 
der, or for some other special reas­ 
ons the crop did not equal th at of 
tile o th e r field although it was a 
year older. 
C. S. Black told of 70 acres of 
wheat lie had last year, 2 0 acres of 
which was planted with timothy and 
bi) acres without.
